Delinquency Topic 
of P.T. A. Meeting 


A warning not to overstress the delinquent 
child but rather to pay more attention to the 
prevention of delinquency in the normal child 
was sounded by Judge Louis 5. Cox of the 
| Massachusetts Superior court in a very con- 
| structive, very inspirational talk given at a 
well-attended meeting of the Andover 
| Parent-Teacher sociation in Stowe school 
hall Wednesday evening. 

Visitors were present from the other two 
local P.T.A. groups. Very little time was de 
voted to the business end of the meeting, but 
the association went on record as favoring a 
bill (House Bill 6472) now pending in which 
motion pictures would be controlled more 
properly than at present. Special attention 
is paid in the bill to the evils of block-booking. 

After the talk refreshments were served, 
and a “food-rumpus” was held, the proceeds 
going to the new student aid fund, the dispo- 
sition of which will be discussed at the next 
meeting. The attendance banner was won by 
Miss Beatrice Stevens’ room. 

In his talk Judge Cox, who was introduced 
by moderator Frederick Butler, referred back 
to the conditions of other days. Human 
nature has not changed, he said, but ways of 
living have. The youngster has more to con- 
tend with in his development—the automo- 
bile, the motion pictures have brought new 
problems. However, about the same propor 
tion now are failures as in former years, he 
declared, 

The jurist emphasized the value of environ- 
ment and breeding. He said that the whole 
situation could be summed up by this: the 
basis is human nature. 

Too much attention is paid to punitive 
measures against those who are already de- 
| linquents, he said, and too little to preventive 
| measures for the others. He alluded to the 
home and the school, saying that the home is 
where the children form their habits, even 
before school age. The home is the founda 
tion for training, he stated while expressing 
sympathy for the teacher and regretting the 
things that are left to the school that should 
be left to the home. “The pampered child 
today is the greatest menace to society,’ he 
said. 

No two children are alike, he added. Two 
things that must be stressed are obedience 
and work. Commenting more fully on the 
latter he said that it is very important for the 
child to have something useful to do for 
which he was responsible in the home 

He spoke of co-operation among teacher, 
parent, superintendent and school com- 
mittee. They should all work together for the 
good of the educational system, he declared. 
The teacher should welcome this interest.

School Board to 
Request $162,010 


Agrees with Finance Committee 
on Appropriation—Cuts Down 
on Fue) Account 


An appropriation of $162,010, as approved 
by the finance committee, will be requested 
by the school committee at the annual town 
meeting, it was decided at the school board 
meeting Tuesday night. The committee in its 
original budget submitted to the finance 
group asked for $164,010, but the coal item 
and the miscellaneous items were reduced 
$1,000 each at the finance committee's 
request. 

A new method of approving school com- 
mittee bills was adopted at the meeting, sup- 
planting the old method whereby a sub- 
committee of three approved the bills for the 
entire committee. Under the new plan, all 
the bills will be read at the meeting, ap- 
proved by vote of the committee, with the 
secretary's signature on the list of bills 
attesting to that approval. 

One bill of about $21 was read at the meet 
ing, and it will have to be mentioned specific- | 
ally at the town meeting. It was for the ex- | 
| penses of a trip to Connecticut taken by the 
superintendent and Dr. Nathaniel Stowers 
last year while they were searching for a 
junior high principal. No expenditure of this 
kind, for a trip outside the state, may be | 
made without a specific appropriation. The | 
same ruling will prevent a trip by the super 
intendent to the annual superintendents’ | 
meeting in St. Louis this month. 

A letter was received from the selectmen 
asking for permission to use the West Center | 
school for election purposes. It was voted to 
grant the school for the coming election, but 
also to point out that it would cost the town | 
a considerable amount to close the school, 
and this year at any rate, it would mean 
that three days of school would be lost 

A motion was passed to close the schools 
on Good Friday, April 10, but on reconsider 
ation it was voted to investigate the number 
of children out on that day before taking 
any definite action. 

Mrs. Kenneth Hilton, principal of the 
West Center school, was granted an eight 
weeks’ leave of absence starting March 2nd. 
Mrs. Adeline Wright of Bartlet street was 
named as substitute on recommendation of

Three articles, totalling $5,850, have been 
filed regarding an extension of William street, 
One would ask $1200 for laying 600 feet of 
sewer, another $1650 for 600 feet of water 
main, and another $3,000 for excavating, 
grading and gravelling William street, the 
distance being 600 feet and the depth nine

Zoning will be up again. The revised zoning 
plan will be presented for acceptance and 
another article again asks the rescinding of 
the old interim zoning ordinance. 

The sum of $650 is asked for a 225 foot 
sewer on Pine street. 


BIG SNOW REMOVAL REDUCTION 

An encouraging situation exists in the 
regular B. P. W. snow account because of the 
mild weather to date this year. Up to the 
beginning of last week three times as much 
had been spent for the corresponding period 
a year ago as had been this year. Last year 
with transfers included $45,000 was ap- 
propriated. This year this sum has been 
slashed to $18,000, a figure which has met 
the finance committee approval. 

The finance committee has also effected 
an agreement with the B. P. W. to cut some 
of the other appropriations slightly. The 
$14,000 highway construction account of last 
year has been cut to $12,000, while the water 
construction account will be about the same, 
$10,000. Both will use W. P. A. labor. 

The River road appropriation, originally 
estimated at $9,000, has been dropped at the 
finance committee's request to $6,500, High 
way maintenance has been dropped from 
1935's $52,000 to $50,000, and water main- 
tenance to $25,000 from $26,000.

Noted Violinist to 
Give Recital Here 


Efrem Zimbalist, the celebrated violinist 
who is now on his American tour, will give a 
recital in George Washington Auditorium, 
Phillips Academy, on Friday evening, ebru- 
ary 28th. This is the third attraction on the 
Phillips Academy Concert Course this year 
and will hold unusual interest for music 
lovers. 

Mr. Zimbalist, who was born in Rostov- 
on-the-Don, in April, 1889, received his earli- 
est musical training from his father, who was 
an orchestra conductor. He was, as might be 
expected, a boy prodigy and became first 
violinist in a grand opera orchestra when he 
was only nine years old, But he was a child 
prodigy who merited the distinction as his 
ater musical career has proven, In 1903 he 
entered the Imperial Conservatory in Petro- 
grad, studying under the famous Professor 
Leopold Auer, He graduated with the coveted 


‘gold medal and the Rubenstein scholarship. 


His Berlin debut at the age of eighteen, was 
the forerunner of European successes but it 
was not until October 27, 1911 when he ap- 
peared as guest artist with the Boston Sym- 
phony Orchestra that Zimbalist made his 
American debut. His playing of Glazounow’s 
Concerto in A Minor immediately endorsed 
his standing with American critics and in the 
twenty-four years that have passed, the 
name of Zimbalist has become synonymous 
with great music. His art is acclaimed in 
every continent. He has played in almost 
every large city in the world. 

Mr. Zimbalist has also established himself 
as a composer. His most recent composition 
is a symphonic poem called ‘“Daphnis and 
Chloe,” which was given its world premiere 
by the Philadelphia Symphony Orchestra 
under Stokowski. 

Mr. Zimablist’s tastes are indeed catholic 
and with all his passionate devotion to music, 
he is an authority on rare books, oriental 
tapestries and ceramics. His appearance at 
George Washington Auditorium under the 
auspices of Phillips Academy will be the music 
event of the season in this vicinity.

One-Man Exhibit 
at Local Gallery| 


The exhibition of paintings by William J. | 
Glackens which is on view at the Addison 
Gallery, Phillips Academy is the first “‘one- 
man” exhibition of this outstanding Ameri- 
can impressionist’s work to be held outside | 
New York City. It is strange that an artist | 
of Glackens’ ability and reputation should | 
have had, in recent years, so little recognition | 
in the country at large. It has remained for a 
few museums and private collectors to accord | 
him the recognition he deserves, while his | 
work has been dismissed by some critics as a | 
reflection of Renoir. Glackens’ work is the 
type of painting which will be enjoyed by 
those who like good painting for its own sake, 
without the benefit of accompanying bally 
hoo. His paintings are characterized by a) 
quality of color, a sensitivity to the materials | 
of painting and an interest in the life he ex- 
»resses. He employs the broader color key- 
yoard adapted by Renoir and shares the } 
latter’s interest in color as an expression of | 
form as well as of light, but his interest in | 
life itself is in marked contrast to the more | 
formal interests of the I’rench artist. 

While the Andover exhibition of Glackens’ 
work is limited to fifteen examples, it in-| 
cludes both the earlier and later phases of | 
the artist’s career. His earlier work, the 
“Dark Period,’’ was influenced by his ex- 
perience as an illustrator for newspapers in 
New York and Philadelphia, and by the} 
work of his friends and contemporaries, Rab- | 
ert Henri, John Sloan and George Luks. His 
work increases in color, gradually at first, but 
finally with a boldness which is in pleasant 
contrast to the muddy palettes of many 
modern Americans. The earlier style is repre 
sented in this exhibition by “Luxembourg |
